JERSEY LEGISLATURE CLOSES,

Patrick Ducey, a lumberman, built up |

the town. He created lumber mills, at- 
tracted home builders to the locality, and 
helped ‘build the railroad. A church was 
established, schools were opened, stores 
and hotels built, and the place became a 
trade centre for a large territory. 

The mills and the lumbering operations 
Save employment to hundreds of men. 
The community came to number 1,200 or 
more persons, and Brandon, the railroad 
station, was the point of exchange of a 
great volume of Adirondack business. 
Twenty years ago tcurists bound for the 
St. Regis lakes, Paul Smith’s, and the 
Saranacs arrived via Brandon. To the 
city man Brandon and its neighborhood 
was a fishing and hunting resort. To the 
lumber worker and the guide the town 
was the centre of social activities. 

Each new heuse built by a woodsman or 
&@ merchant exceeded the previous effort 
in architecture and comfort. ‘‘ Pat’’ Du- 
cey’s mills hummed night and day. The 
supplies of timber seemed endless; there 
was enough money: it was the heyday in 
the affairs of what at that time was one 
of the most important towns.of Northern 
New York. 

Entering into this life came William 
Rockefeller and his sons, fishermen, bhunt- 
ers, and campers. ‘*‘ Pat’’ Ducey extend- 
ed to them the privilege of 

ay Pond, a few miles from Brandon, 
where there were trout and deer. The 
newcomers were delighted with the spot, 
and when Mr. RockefeMer found that he 
could purchase the Ducey tract he got an 
option upon it. The tract surrounded 
Brandon. 

Then one day Mr. Rockefeller’s agent 
bought for $50,000 the traet for which 
$75.000 had been asked, and immediately 
began the destruction of Brandon. Mr. 
Rockefeller became a power in the New 
York & Ottawa Railroad. He purchased 
Village plot after village plot. Then at 
Bay Pond he built the great camp where 
the members of the Rockefeller family 
now gather in Summer. Mr. Rockefeiler 
added to his purchases, and his holdings 
came to embrace 100,000 acres, completely 
surrounding the town of Brandon. He 
Scattered the Ducey mills, closed his vast 
estates io all trespassers, and purchased 
houses upon terms that required their re- 
moval or destruction. 

Presently wind-blown sand plots and 
wild grass and berry bushes overspread 
streets and cottage sites.- People avoided 
Brandon; trains stopped less frequently at 
the town. The Post Office was abandoned 
and the community reduced to twoscore 
persons. The man who held out to make 


a home in Brandon or who sought to fol- | 


low the trails and streams which always 
had been free, found the Rockefeller circle 
closed about him. 

The purchase of the Ducey tract and the 
great forest which,has been combined 
with it has been a profitable investment. 
The hemlock timber, which had never 
been cut, was marketed by Mr. Rocke- 
feller, and the now houseless town and its 
environs will vield a profit ultimately in 
mature’s reforestation of the denuded 
tracts. Mr. Rockefeller has said that in- 
vestments of the character of his at 
Brandon will net 12 per cent. 

Incdentally, the town of Brandon has 
been destroyed.

Aero Club President Says De- 
mand for His Resignation Is 





Based on a Misconception. 





FLYERS SURE TO MEET HERE 





Members Who Oppose Him, He Says, 
Are Unaware of His Friendly Nego- 
tlations with the Wrights. 





Cortlandt Field Bishop said yesterday 
that he would resist every effort to de- 
pose him from the Presidency of the Aero 
Club of America, but he was in no way 
worried over the attempt of the insurgent 
faction of the organization to oust him. 
He says he ascribes the action to personal 
animus. He announced yesterday that 


negotiations now pending with the Wright 
brothers would undoubtedly result in the 
contest for the international aviation con- 
test being held in this country. 

A meeting of a committee of the Aero 
Club and Wilbur Wright will be held to- 
day, when it is expected that an arrange- 
ment will be effected and all differences 
settled, which will insure the success of 
the meeting. 

Friends of Mr. Bishop are said to feel 
that the trouble in the Aero Club is due 
to a failure on the part of some of the 
members to appreciate the friendly nego- 
tiations now pending between the Wright 
brothers and the Aero Club. Mr. Bishop 
said that his efforts in arranging for 
American representation at the interna- 
tional meet at Rheims last Summer were 
too well Known to. call for reply to the 
circular letter sent out by six of the 
dissatisfied members of the club. 

Up to the present England and Italy 
have both sent entries for the meet, it 
was said yesterday, and several cities are 
bidding for the privilege of holding the 
international race. Washineton and Bal- 
timore heve combined with an offer of 
$100,060, while Denver, Seattle, Los An- 
geles, and Indianapolis are also in the 
field. New York has also subscribed 
$20,000 as a nucleus for a fund to obtain 
the event. President Bishop is satisfied 
that arrangements will be effected where- 
by the meet will be held in this country. 
In discussing the latest phase of the club 
troubles yesterday Mr. Bishop said: 


The members whose names appear at the 
foot of the letter are evidently not familiar 
with the rules and regulations governing the 
international contest, as the contest is held 
under the rules of the International Aero- 
nautic Federation. which assigns exclusive 
periods within which a date must be fixed 
for the holding of the meet. The federation 
fixed the time for holding the meet in 
America between Oct. 18 and Nov. 2, and 
the club has designated Oct, 22 as the date 
for the race. 

Apparently they are also unfamiliar with 
the decidedly friendly negotiations now pro- 
ceeding with the Wrights, which will un- 
doubtedly result in the contest being held in 
America. No one has ever doubted the 
patriotism of the Wrights. They feel, how- 
ever, that they should legally protect their 
patents and inventions, so as not to run the 
risk of having it said that they had waived 
any of the rights or privileges obtained by 
them under their patents. The Aero Club 
of America is certainly not a commercial 
enterprise. As stated in its charter, it is a 
club primarily for the development of the 
science of aeronautics and kindred sciences. 

We not only want the one race for the 
international trophy held in America, but 
we also want, if possible, a meet to last at 
least a week, which will be historical in the 
annals of aviation. I think the Wrights are 
also desirous of providing the people of 
New York and of America in general with 
h great aviation exhibition, and the 
Wrights, or whoever else will eventually ar- 
range for such an exhibition, will undoubt- 
edly receive the hearty support and co- 
operation of the club. 


Lawrence L, Gillespie, a Director of the 
Aero Club of America, said: 

‘‘Contrary to the impression which T. 
A. Hill and his friends are attempting to 
give to the public, the most complete ac- 
cord and friendly understanding exists 
among the members of the Aero Club of 
America, and a the Governors of 
that society, and its committees are 
wholly and disinterestedly working in 
conjunction with Mr. Bishop to advance 
the cause of aviation in this country. 
The charge that Mr. Bishop is not taking 
proper steps to insure the holding of the 
international aviation contest in this 
country next Autumn, and is trying to 
throw the responsibility of its loss upon 
the Wrights, is diametrically opposed to 
the actual facts. 

“There Is no intention of having the 
international trophy which we won last 
year in France contested for elsewhere 
than on American soil, and the commit- 
tee representing the club in the negotia- 
tions with the Wrights has made fa- 
vorable progress already, and it is hoped 
that at the meeting scheduled for tec- 
morrow the general terms of the ar- 
rangement may be settled under which

WEALTHY STOWAWAY HOME. 


Father Meets Young Camp with a Tug 
Down the Bay. 


After a brief stay in Europe Sewell F. 
Camp, the Prifticeton senior, who crossed 
the Atlantic as a stowaway on the Kron- 
prinzessin Cecilie, is home again. He re- 
turned from Cherbourg as a passenger on 
the American liner St. Louis. When the 
steamship got to Quarantine yesterday 
morning the tug John Nicholis was wait- 
ing to take him off. On the tug was his 
father, Walter H. Camp of Watertown, 
N. Y., his two sisters, and an uncle, E. It, 
Orcott, of this city. As soon as the St. 
Louis came to a stop off the Quarantine 
station young Camp climbed down to the 
deck of the waiting tug. He was affec- 
tionately greeted by his relatives and the 
tug swung clear of the steamer and head- 
ed toward Barclay Street, where the 
party went ashore. 

Sewell Camp differed with his father as 
to his vocation in life. Deeply interested 
in religious work, he wanted to become a 
minister. His father wanted him to take 
up a business career. On March 22 he 
left Princeton supposedly to go home. He 
dropped out of sight. One week later a 
cable was received announcing that the 
young student had landed at Cherbourg 


after crossing the Atlantic as a stowaway. 
He had taken a train from Princeton to 
Hoboken and walked aboard the Kron- 
prinzessin’ Cecilie about to sail. 

Camp was a first cabin passenger on 
the return voyage. He was made a sort 
of hero by the passengers and had to tell 
the story of his adventures. When it be- 
came known that he was a stowaway on 
the German liner he was treated well 
and his father was notified when the 
steamer got to the other side. On the St. 
Louis Camp wanted a chance to work in 
the pantry. Chief Steward Harris said 
that it would not be possible to comply 
with his wish as he was a passenger. To 
one who asked him why he left home it is 
said he replied that he wanted to rough it.

The Café de rOpera, at Broadway and 
Forty-second Street, closed its doors at 
1 o’clock this morning, to stay closed in- 
definitely. Its 750 employes filed out in 
small groups on the sidewalk, without 
their last week’s pay. Representatives of 
Anton H, Meyer, the assignee, stayed in 
charge. 

It was announced late yesterday that 
the restaurant, which opened Dec. 14 last, 
had failed. The café is owned by the 
United States Restaurant and Realty 
Company of this city, organized April 25, 
1908, for $600,000. The debts now out- 
standing amount to more than $500,000, 
according to William F. McCombs, of 96 
Broadway, counsel for Mr. Meyer, the as- 
Signee and President of the company. 

“We close to-night because we have 
not been able to meet our running ex- 
penses,’’ declared Mr. McCombs. He 
pointed out the tables on the opera floor, 
most of them deserted, and, making @ 
rapid survey, estimated that the em- 
ployes outnumbered the patrons. Such, 

e said, had been the condition of things 
almost every night since the restaurant 
opened. 

“The widely circulated statement that 
this restaurant was exclusively for per- 
s60ns in evening dress has cost us thou- 
sands of dollars,’’ he said. ‘‘It may be 
considered one of the principal reasons 
for the present failure of the _ enter- 
prise. New Yorkers will not don evening 
dress for a Broadway restaurant. They 
go to the theatre for relaxation, and do 
not care for formal attire. As a result 
we have lost valuable after-theatre pat- 
ronage. The Directors realized this a 
month ago and relaxed the rule. You see 
that we have some people in ordinary 
garb here to-night. But we have not been 
able to overcome the impression that per- 
sons not in evening dress are not wel- 
come.

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| WESTON MEETS OLD FRIEND. 


Jack Eldridge Has Short Chat and 
Walk with Veteran Pedestrian. 


Special to The New York Times. 
GOSHEN, Ind., April 7.—Fdward Pey- 
ton Weston and Jack Eldridge, both of 
whom are walking from coast to coast, 
met to-day on the road twelve miles east 
of Goshen. They shook hands and then 


went to an orchard near by, where they 
sat down on a stump and talked about 
s00d roads and their expectations as to 
making their trips on time. Weston is 
now fourteen days ahead in his distance 
covered, while Eldridge is two and one- 
' half days ahead. 

After their little rest Eldridgso walked 
back a mile with his friend and they then 
parted. Weston will'spend the night at 
Kendallville, Ind., and Eldridge said when 
he passed here to-day that he hoped to 
oy the night with friends at La Porte, 
na. 

It is Weston’s opinion that if the weath- 
er remains good and he has no setback 
; he will reach New York on May 3 at the 
latest, although he.says it may take him 
one or two days donger. It was noted 
to-day when the two men walked to- 
gether that Eldridge takes a long, slow 
istep, about twice as long as Weston’s 
' short quick step,. but that Weston moves 
his body so that there is not the least 
loss of speed by his short step. Eldridge 
| recently left Boston to walk to San Fran- 
cisco, a distance of approximately 4,000 
| miles. 
| If Edward Payson Weston keeps. up 
i with his schedule:from Chicago to this 
city he will tramp up to the City Hall on 
Monday, May 2, fourteen days ahead of 
the time he had planned to reach here. 
Weston, before he started from Santa 
Monica on Feb, 1 to walk across the con- 
tinent, figured on a 3,480-mile trip, and 
said he would do it in ninety days, Sun- 
days oureptes. He calculated on reaching 
here on May 17, and made arrangements 
to take adady to the theatre in this city 
on that oversee. On that part of the trip 
between Los Angeles and Chicago, fol- 
lowing the route of the Santa Fe Ralil- 
road, Weston disregarded his walking 
schedule and reached Chicago twelve days 
ahead of the time he had allotted to him- 
self to make the trip. 

This remarkable performance {s partly 
explained by the fact that -‘Weston’'s 
schedule has many inaccuracies in regard 
to the distances he covered in walking 
ae the route of the Santa Fe.: His 
schedule shows the trip from Los An- 
geles to Chicago along the railroad tracks 
as being 2,429 miles, while the Santa Fe 
time tables show the same distance to be 
2,265 miles, a difference of 164 miles, 
which explains at least four of the days 
which he has presumably made in ad- 
vance of his walking time. He is going 
at about a forty-mile a day gait, some 
days going more and other days less. The 
| fact that more than half the distance was 
{along the route of the Santa Fe Railroad. 

where the walker received the greatest 
attention from the railroad officials and 

station agents which freed him from all 
the worries about roads and places to eat 
land sleep, also partly explains why he is

keep a sharp lookout for the pedestrian 
and his motor car and to sound the 
whistle at all obscure places on the tracks 
so that there would be no danger of com- 
ing across the walker unawares. The sta- 
tion agents were always ready to put him 
up for the night and furnish him with the 
hest of food. These arrangements saved 
Weston a great deal of time and worry 
nd were a big factor in aiding him in 
making the fast time over the route. 
During his daily tramps Weston carried 
a green railroad signal flag and at night 
carried a bull’s-eye railroad lantern. He 
left the Santa Fe route at Chicago and 
then struck the dirt roads to New York.

THE PIGOTT FORGERIES. 
The admission of Sir ROBERT ANDER- 
a. Ge ie the of his 
reminiscences, contributed Black- 
wood’s Magazine, that he was the au- 
thor of the series of articles in The 
London Times entitled ‘‘ Parnellism and 
Crime,’ published in 1887, while Mr. 
BALFOUR’sS Crimes bill was pending in 
the House of Commons, is not a 
very important revelation, h{storically 
speaking.

ten by a man of firm convictions, who | 


believed he was serving his country 
well in writing them, is easily under- 
stood. The articles did not include the 
Pigott forgeries, but the author pre- 
sumably had Seen those supposed let- 
ters of PARNELL, sold to The London 
Times by RicHARD PIGoTT, and be- 
lieved in their authenticity. 

Sir RoBERT ANDERSON is an Irishman, 
a Trinity College man, and was for 
many years the adviser of the British 
Home Office in matters relating to 
political crime. Later he was Assist- 
ant Commissioner of the Metropolitan 
Police. He is a sternly religious man 
and has written books In criticism of 
the ‘‘higher criticism” of the Bible. 
He published in 1906 “‘ Side Lights on 
the Home Rule Movement.” 

The newspaper articles whose author- 
ship he now avows were the beginning 
of the sad downfall of CHARLES STEW- 
ART PARNELL and the defeat of Mr. 
GLADSTONE’sS effort to secure Home 
Rule for Ireland. With the last of 
them, April 18, 1887, one of Picort's 
forgeries was printed in fac simile. It 
was a letter from PARNELL to some 
person unnamed, dated fin 1882, pro- 
fessing sympathy with the Phoenix 
Park murderers. Passion was running 
high in Great Britain. The Home Rulers 
were associated in the public mind with 
lawlessness, intimidation, and murder- 
ous assault. PARNELL, in the House, 
with dignity and feeling denied the au- 
thenticity of the letter. 

The Irish Party believed him. GtLap- 
STONB held firmly to him. On the other 
hand, the opponents of Home Rule, the 
whole Conservative Party, accepted the 
letter as genuine and openly rejoiced, 
and undoubtedly the faith of many of 
his supporters among the Liberals was 
shaken. PARNELL refused an offer 
from the Conservatives to pay the ex- 
penses of a libel suit against The Lon- 
don Times, as he believed it was in- 
sincere. It was not until September 
that he began suit against The Times 
on his own account, demanding $500,- 
000 damages. Meanwhile a Special 
Commission appointed by Parliament 
had begun an inquiry into the whole 
matter, The Times being commanded 
to produce all its evidence. PIGoTT was 
then brought into the case, together 
with other forged letters, and the in- 
ouiry assumed the character if not the 
form a criminal procedure, with 
PARNELL and sixty-four others as the 
accused persons. 

In this inquiry Picortr broke down 
under the cross-examination of Sir 
CHARLES RUSSELL, afterward Lord 
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Russe vu of Killowen, and the next day 
confessed to Mr. LABOUCHDRE that the 
letters were all forgeries. He fled to 
Madrid and killed himself. Judgment 
against The Times was entered in PAR- 
NELL’s suit. But much mischief had 
been done and more mischief followed. 
Within a year or 80 GLADSTONE was 
compelled to break with PARNELL be- 
cause of his connection with the O’Shea 
divorce suit. The ablest leader the 
Irish cause had in the nineteenth cent- 
ury was crushed and disheartened. 
That, from first to last, he was the vic- 
tim of conspirators his friends have 
always believed. On the other hand, 
many Conservative Englishmen and 
Irishmen of the type of Sir ROBERT 
ANDERSON have been satisfied that he 
was justly treated.

A FIFTH AVENUE PROBLEM. 

Every now and then a problem arises 
in New York which harks back to the 
shape of Manhattan Island and the 
business life conditions which, through 
no fault of any one in particular, are 
peculiar to this city, embarrassing, and 
apparently unavoidable. 

Just such a situation the Fifth Ave- 
nue Association, burdened with the task 
of making that thoroughfare the most 
attractive in the world, now résolutely 
faces. Many know, and many do not, 
that between 12 and 1 o'clock every 
week day tens of thousands of men and 
girls engaged by the various tailoring 
trades are turned out of the skyscrap- 
ing manufactories between Madison and 
Washington Squares and Broadway 
and Sixth Avenue for luncheon. Most 
of these manufactories apparently ara 
nearer Fifth Avenue, and that street 
proves the magnet which draws the 
great majority of this vast tidal wave 
of workers. The result is quickly seen. 
Fifth Avenues becomes instantly so con- 
gested that it is almost impossible for 
customers to get into or out of the 
stores without considerable inconven- 
lence, not to say annoyanos. It is often 
difficult for women with children to 
push through the crowds, and the mer- 
chants most interested say their busi- 
ness is being seriously damaged be- 
cause of such conditions. 

The name by which this sudden over- 
crowding of the street is called is 
“loitering,” but the Fifth Avenue As- 
sociation is approaching the matter 
from the very proper pofnt of view that 
the workers have a right to air and 
sunlight In thefr noonday hour, and 
ought to have both. It is because hera, 
as almost nowhere else, the manufact- 
uring and exclusive shopping localities 
are merged, that the problem arises, 
and not because the workers ought not 
to use the streets if they want to. By 
conferences with the employers, the 
employés, the labor organizations, and 
the merchants, it is expected that some 
plan may be evolved which will relieve 
the congestion, but in no way, by police 
force or otherwise, deprive the workers 
of their rights or the benefits which 
they undoubtedly derive from spending 
their luncheon hour out of doors But 
the problem has many angles and a so- 
lution will not be easily found. 
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THE UPPER BERTH. 

“The Upper Berth” is the title of a 
story by MARION CRAWFORD which has 
been called “‘the best ghost story ever 
written.” It is surely a shocker. But 
the berth concerned in its grisly hap- 
penings is in the cabin of a steamship. 
No ghost story we remember is asso- 
ciated with the upper berth of a sleep- 
ing car. If ghosts ever occupy those 
upper berths it is only when they are 
purposely avoiding living creatures for 
the sake of rest. Upper berths are 
likely to be vacant untl!l the lower ones 
are all occupied. 


? 


No traveler by rail now occupfes an 
upper berth if he can get a lower berth. 
The prejudice in favor of the lower 
berth, except in the case of fat men, 
is ‘not reasonable, for either is as un- 
comfortable as the mind of the occu- 
pant chooses to make it. Sleeping on 
the rail is not a luxury but a neces- 
sity. One has to make the best of it. 
For that reason everybody insists on 
having a lower berth, and will post- 
pone his journey, if possible to get one, 
simply because of the popular preju- 
dice against upper berths. As it Is 
impossible to have the sleeping car 
composed entirely of lower berths the 
companies, and the porters, are com- 
pelled to submit to a great deal of ir- 
rational abuse. 

For this reason, the report that the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission is 
about to render a decision in the case 
of Lorrus vs. the Pullman Company, 
directing that hereafter the cost of an 
upper berth shall be lower than that 
of a lower berth excites peculiar in- 
terest. If the upper berths are to be 
cheaper the prejudice against them will 
quickly disappear. They are likely to 
be spoken for as eagerly as the cheaper 
staterooms on the night boats. The 
decision, {if it is really to be made, 
should work for the ultimate benefit 
of the Pullman Company. As every 
traveler knows that an upper berth its 
as good as a lower berth, the compara- 
tive cheapness of the upper berth can 
be ignored in conversation. Some mil- 
lions of traveling men will suddenly 
make up their minds that they prefer 
the upper berth, the slow folks will 
have to take the lower ones, and pay 
more, and everybody will be satisfied. 
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The cause of coeducation has slumped 
in New Jersey. First the Hackettstown 
Collegiate Institute becomes a school 
exclusively for girls, then the Penning- 
ton Seminary decides in favor of re- 
taining the boys. A year ago Wesleyan 
voted to become a man’s college. What 





is the difficulty in the coeducational 
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plan? Is it too romantic for. serious 
endeavors ?. Or do-the girls tend to out- 
number the boys, to crowd out their 
studies and standards ? Wesleyan was 
jealous of the athletic prowess of her 
masculine competitors. Now Penning- 
ton will slough off its courses in sew- 
ing, cooking, music, and art, and “ go 
in’’ for football. Hackettstown, it ap- 
pears, is irreclaimably “ feminized.” 





The privilege to send all mail free of 
postage is extended not only to THEO-

In his latest statement 
of the position taken by 
Answers himself and his brother 
His Critics as regards other aviators 

is °" WILBUR WRIGHT shows 
that he is more sensitive than most peo- 
ple had supposed to public criticism 
based on the impression that the broth- 
ers, for purely financial reasons are try- 
ing to maintain a monopoly injurious to 
the development of aerlal navigation. To 
meet this charge Mr. WRIGHT carefully 
explained that he had done nothing except 
what the law compels him to do if he is 
to retain any ownership at all in his in- 
vention, and emphasized the fact that he 
had restrained the activities only of avia- 
tors who, using machines that infringed 
his patents, had refused to pay him 
reasonable fees for a license to use them. 

The reality of the infringement is, in- 
deed, denied by his rivals, but the denials 
are considerably more loud than con- 
vincing, Of course, nobody with a fly- 
ing machine which does not utilize the 
Wright devices, especially those by which 
steering is accomplished, need fear court 
proceedings in this country or abroad. 
For any unjustifiable interference they 
can easily recover adequate compensation, 
since the Wrights and their backers are 
persons from whom judgments, if secured, 
can be collected. That flying is a busi- 
ness, not a sport, with the brothers has 
been apparent from the beginning, but, 
as WILBUR WRIGHT says, his would-be 
competitors have at least as keen an eye 
on the main chance as he. The giving of 
exhibition flights for big prices is not 
either so dignifled 
as to warrant denunciations of ‘ com- 
mercialism "’ in others, and it Is not espe- 
cially well calculated to advance the art 
of aviation. 

It is a highly significant fact that, un- 
til the WRIGHTS succeeded, all attempts 
at flight with heavier-than-air machines 
were dismal failures, but~ since they 
showed that ‘the thing could be done 
everybody seems able to do it. The al- 
most inevitable conclusion is that there 
are essential similarities in all the suc- 
cessful machines—in other words, that 
there is something in the theory of in- 
fringement, | 

Mr. WRIGHT says that he would have 
been glad to sell his patents to the Gov- 
ernment, which could have given them to 
the world if it chose, but it manifested no 
inclination to purchase. Congress did 
make one such gift—that of Babbitt 
metal—but the utility of flying machines 
was hardly obvious enough to warrant 
any large expenditure of public money.

“Cashel Byron’s Pro-

least may be, both intelligent and decent, 
with a more than colorable claim to the 
title of ‘‘gentleman.’’ That book was 
written a good many years ago, however, 
and though Mr. SHaw has recently worked 
over into metrical form many of the 
ideas it contained, it might not have 
been safe for ‘‘ Battling’ Nmuson, in his 
suit against a Philadelphia hotel for re- 
fusing to accept him as a guest, to have 
called upon Mr. SHAW for testimony in 
support of the contention that pugilism 
is not incompatible with gentlemanliness. 

Anyhow, Mr. NELSON didn’t do it, but 
relied upon a vigorous assertion of his 
own belief as to that compatibility.

This mod- 
est abstention, however, is a good deal a 
matter of custom, largely determined by 
time and geography, and many very noble 
gentlemen have not hesitated to speak of 
themselves, when due occasion arose, as 
what they undoubtedly were. 

That much of authority, therefore, Mr.

Miss Post Explains Their Aims In 
Cultivating Musical Taste. 


To the Editor of Ths New_York Times: 

In TuHp Times this morning a misleading 
article was published regarding the concert 
given at the Hudson Theatre on March 28, at 
which Mme. Sembrich, M, Gilibert, and the 
choir of the Musical Art Society appeared. It 
is best answered by the following statement: 

Twelve years ago Frank Damrosch and I 
organized the Symphony Concerts for Young 
People for the purpose of teaching young peo- 
ple and children to UHsten intelligently to 
music, of cultivating their taste, and of en- 
abling them to gain a clearer insight into and 
a fuller appreciation of the works of zreat 
composers. Brief explanations by Mr. Dam- 
rosoch preceded each programme. Six con- 
certs have been given annually with large 
audiences; at each concert 1,500 teachers and 
scholars from the public schools have obtained 
tickets at half price—25 and 50 cents. A 
large and interesting portion of the audience 
congists of music teachers who bring groups 
of their pupils. In attesting the value of these 
concerts the press has said: ‘‘ They are en- 
larging steadily and surely the musical con- 
stituency of New York; and broadening the 
field of musical activity’’; ‘‘ This educa- 
tional enterprise, bravely begun, has now a 
large and vital place among the artistio in- 
stitutions of the metropolis.”” The associa- 
tion is not incorporated, has no founders, 
guarantors, or Directors, and the deficit which 
has faced it at the end of almost every sea- 
s0n has been met from time to time by gen- 
erous donations from well-known men and 
women who belleve with us that music its 
the form of art which enters most deeply into 
our civilized life, and whose influence is 
greatest in developing the love of beauty and 
poetry. At the beginning of each season faith 
has been our principal esset. 

It is seventeen years since the Musical Art 
Society was organized, during which time I 
‘have been its Secretary. The day is approach- 
ing when it will be necessary for the society 
to have a salaried Secretary and manager, 
for which extra expense a small endowment 
fund will be needed. 

To form the nucleus of this endowment fund 
and to meet last season’s deficit of the Sym- 
phony Concerts for Young People the net pro- 
ceeds from the concert on March 28 were to 
be dovoted. This concert was not presented 
fs a charitable affair; people were not asked 
to take tickets; simply an unusual combina- 
tion of artists and an extremely Interesting 
programme were offered to the musical public. 

Mme. Sembrich, through her friendship for 
mine, knowing my love and interest in these 
organizations, graciously offered to sing. The 
choir of the Musical Art Society was asked by 
Mr. Damrosch to assist.

Publicity of the Percentage Who Qual- 
ify as Teachers.

As a further contribution to a vexing ques- 
tion I submit that quite a number of those 
Normal graduates who are among the &7 per 
cent. who succeed in attaining License No. 1 
have been examined two, three, even four 
times. Very often young women who fail at 
the examiners’ hands have been excellent stu- 
dents at the Normal, and a re-examination 
looks like putting them in jeopardy twice for 
the samag@ offense, so to speak. A year ago 
about 80 per cent. failed, this year half as 
many, and with a little more publicity none 
will fail, since it is a good deai of an outrage 
all around to have any fail after a four-year 
course when practically none fail after the 
two-year course in training school. 

There is considerable gossip going on in 
School circles about ‘‘ coaches’’ who can tell 
these unlucky young women who fall after the 
four years just what is lacking in methods and 
‘* principles ’’ (these latter changed annually) 
after a long course under excellent teachers at 
Normal, The price for the service is large in 
itself, and very large to young women Just out 
of college. It would be ‘worth inquiring just 
how many of the successful 87 per cent. had a 
coach or got one after a failure had made them 
wise, or perhaps after two failures had made 
them cynical. Publicity is a great thing, and 
sweet are the uses of advertising.

ART MUSEUM ACQUISITIONS. 
Rodin’s “ Pygmalion and Galatea” and 


Collection of Graeco-Egyptian Portraits 


“Pygmalion and Galatea,’’ by Rodin, 
the gift of Thomas F. Ryan, {s one of the 
interesting acquisitions this month at the 
Metropolitan Art Museum. The group 1s 
not a large one, Galatea, an expression 
of sweet, meditative wonder on her face, 
is leaning away from the artist, who, sits 
beside her. The figures rise from the un- 
hewn marble. A bronze water nymph, by 
B. L. Pratt, is a purchase. A large bronze 
mortar by Jacopo Sansovino, dated 1544, 
a fine example of Renaissance bronzé 
casting with the design of the Fall of 
Troy, is an interesting new purchase, 
and a fine Spanish altar piece of the fif- 
teenth century, a bequést from William 
M. Laffan, has been seen in the*Museum 
before, as a loan. 

The altar plece is ascribed to the Cata- 
lan artist, Jaime Vergos II., whose work 
is of the latter part of the fifteenth cen- 
tury. It is in six~-panels, the larger upper 
part showing scenes from the Passion, 
while below are the heads of saints in 
medallion. Brilliant blues and reds are 
abundantly used: in the scenes with much 
gold, and the panels are outlined in 
Gothic designs in g®dld. 

In a fine state of preservation is a col- 
lection of Graeco-Egyptian portraits, ex- 
amples of the ancient encaustic work, 
painting in wax. The portraits are paint- 
ed on thin panels of wood, and wefe in- 
sertéd in the,mummy case over the face, 
Taken from the tombs now that they 
have been cleaned and the panels slightly 
repaired, they have a wonderfully vivid 
freshness. The colors in these portraits 
were mixed with the molten wax and ap- 

lied in a fluid condition, the finer lines 

eing put in with a brush. 

There is an interesting Persian prayer 
carpet of needlework, (patchwork,) the 
desigied appliqued, and two antique Chi- 
nese vapestries, presented by Thomas E. 
Kirby, are unusual and beautiful. Six 
Persian tiles, with inscriptions upon them, 
from Messopotamia, are the gift of Otto 
Kahn, and a collection of more than 
thirty drawings are of the English, 
Dutch,’ French, and Italian schools, A 
collection of Sheffield plate was the 

roperty of the Viscountess Wolse- 
ey, and was purchased by the Mu- 
seum. There are several new pictures 
among other things. The Whistler col- 
lection is being visited by large numbers 
of people, it being estimated that 10,000 
visitors see the pictures on Sundays. 
There are reproductions of several of the 
Whistler paintings in the Museum Bulle- 
tin fo> April. The big Frans Hals, re- 
cently loaned by Otto Kahn, is also visit- 
ed by crowds. ° 


WOULD EXTEND TWO AVENUES. 


Estimate Committee to Consider Pro- 
posals for Sixth and Seventh Avenues. 


Four different plans for the extension 
of Sixth and Seventh Avenues to the south 
have been put before the committee of the 
Board of Estimate appointed to consider 
them. The members of this committee, 
Controller Prendergast, President Mitchel 
of the Aldermen, and Borough President 
McAneny of Manhattan, are so busy that 
they cannot give time for a hearing in 
regular business hours. They have de- 
cided on a night hearing, to be held next 
Tuesday at 8 o’clock. 

Project A, which has behind it a prop- 
erty owners’ petition, suggests the exten- 
sion of Sixth Avenue tn a straight line 
to Varick Street, and of Seventh Ave- 
nue to the intersection of Carmine and 
Varick Streets. The extensions would be 
100 feet wide, and Varick Street would 
also be widened on its easterly side to the 
same extent between Carmine and Frank- 
lin Streets. 

Project B is proposed by the City Im- 
provement Commission. It contemplates 
cutting Sixth Avenue in a southwesterly 
direction from its present extremity to 
Chambers and West Streets, and cutting 
Seventh Avenue parallel to the Sixth 
Avenué extension to Canal and West 
Streets. Varick Street would be extended 
from Christopher Street to West Broad- 
way, and Christopher Street would be 
widened between Greenwich Street and 
Greenwich Avenue. 

Project C emanates from the Municipal 
Art Society, and has not been worked 
out in detail. It provides for the widen- 
ing of Carmine Street on the north side, 
and the continuation of Varick Street 
north, and of Seventh Avenue south till 
they intersect. 

Project D has been put forward to in- 
clude all the best features of the other 
plans. It provides for an extension of 
Seventh Avenue to the south from Green- 
wich Avenue to the intersection of Car- 
mine and Varick Streets, the widening 
of Christopher Street on the south, be- 
tween Greenwich Street and Greenwich 
Avenue; the widening of Carmine 
on the north, between Sixth Avenue 
Varick Street; the widening of 











West Streets.

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WILL WEED OUT 
FAKE VETERANS 


Mayor to Disregard Those Who 
Became Firemen to Bene- 
fit by Charter. 





THEY HAVE NO FIXED STATUS 





Gaynor Hears Water Commissioner 
Has 133 Veterans of This Class 
from Richmond County. 





Mayor Gaynor announced yesterday his 
policy toward the veterans in the city 
Service. He declared that every protec- 
tion should be granted to all bona fide 
war veterans, but pointed out that there 
are a@ number of men who entered the 
Volunteer Fire Department of Staten Isl- 
and just before consolidation merely to 
obtain the privileges of veterans, and de- 
clares'that no consideration will be ex- 
tended to them. 

The letter, in which this policy was 
outlined, was called forth by a communi- 
cation from. Commissioner Henry §, 
Thompson of the Department of Water 
Supply, in which he recounted a great 
saving of expense, but said he was hand- 
icapped in his reorganization plans by the 
number of veterans he had to care for. 
He gave the numbers of these as—Civil 
war veterans, 176; Spanish-American war, 
21; Volunteer Firemen, 212, ang Volun- 
teer Firemen of Staten Island, 153, mak- 
ing a total of 542. 

The Mayor sent this reply: 

Office of the Mayor, 
April 7, 1910. 

Sir: Your favors of April 6 and 7, show- 
ing the reductions you have made in your 
department, the increased revenue from 
water collections, and the difficulties you 
are under on account of having 542 vet- 
erans on your roll, are at hand. The pref- 
erence which the law gives to veterans of 
the civil war wa must scrupulously observe. 
There are also veteran firemen, made such 
on account of long service as volunteer fire- 
men, who are also entitled to protection. 
But there are a lot of so-called veteran 
firemen who are not veteran firemen at all, 
but have got the title by fraua. 

Please do not regard them as entitled to 
any fixed status in your department, what- 
ever. Your letter shows that there are 133 
so-called veteran firemen from Richmond 
County in your department. They are prob- 
ably all, or nearly all, men who went over 
to Richmond County from all parts of 
Brooklyn and old New York City just before 
the new city was formed, and joined a fire 
company in Richmond County, in order to 
get status as veteran firemen. They did 
not move to Richmond County, and they 
joined the company oveér there for the fraud- 
ulent purpose of getting the immunities of 
veteran firemen. The courts have already 
in two instances decided that they are not 
veteran firemen. Very truly yours,

Henry S. Thompson, Commissioner of Water

The Commissioner reported to the Mayor 
that by reorganization of the engineering 
bureau of the Department of Water Sup- 
ply he had been able to effect a saving of 
$256,756 a year in the payrools. He has 
concentrated the management under one 
head instead of under four Chief Engi- 
neers, and can therefore dispenée with 
$987,504, the major part of several bond 
issues, already authorized, and at the 
same time obtain for the boroughs a 
higher grade of engineering supervision. 

Mr. Thompson has also substituted a 
well-defined plan for the development oft 
the Brooklyn water supply which wii 
afford an annual saving of %k},000 in 
maintenance and operation over the plan 
previously adopted. The reorganization 
of the Water Register’s department in 
Manhattan, he reports, which involved 
the increase of certain salaries and the 
elimination of the lower grade clerks, has 
resulted in an increase on the water rev- 
enue collected.

EXISTING RATES DEFENDED. 


Dixon of the Pennsylvania Explains 
Those Objected To. 


George B. Dixon, Freight Traffic Man- 
ager of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany, discussed grain rates to Philadel- 
phia, as compared with rates to New 
York and Baltimore, before the Trans- 
portation Committee of the Commercial 
Exchange yesterday.
